Followtag developments in the li- 
quor prosecutionti reported la.st week, 
the ofFicialK oi llurtfoid looked up 
an ordinance pas.sed by the City 
Council several years ago when cer- 
tain soft drlak stands becama ebloo- 
tlonabla., It prorldat for a Ucaaaa of 
fitOI ibr MillBg any decoetloik con- 
taining over one-lialf of one per cent, 
of alcohol, and fixes a penalty for 
selling such without a license.

In northern iocalltlea aad at high al- 
titudes the conservation of beat Is 
frei|ueutly ns important as tbe conser- 
vation of moistui-e. Lucikly both heat 
and moisture may be couaerved by 
good timely cultlratkm. Heat is wast- 
eil in evuporutiug or wastlug aoil mois- 
ture. Making the surluce loose and 
dry saves liutU soil iieat and aoil mois- 
ture. 

Cultivating after heavy rains to a 
good practice. To bo most alfectlTe 
the cultivating should be done aa sooo 

as the surface is dry enough to work 
well. If tbe soil is allowed to dry 
until It breaks up cloddy much mois- 
ture will bo lost, a good mulch cannot 
be ubiulned and harm Is more likely 
to be done to the corn roots. As long 
as raidd evaiuirutiou Is taking place 
tl»e surface will remain cold and tbe 
growth of tbe coru « 111 be slow. 

Tbe number of cultivations neces- 
sary Hhii the liest lime for them de- 
|)ernJ upon weutlier and soil conditions. 
Wif li .should not l>e allowed to grow; 
a mellow surface should be maintained. 
In some seasons this luuy be effectual- 
ly accomplished with one or two culU. 
rationa; in other souiojis from four to 
aU cultivations may bv necessary.

There la uo reason why 
wheat bran should not be rejected in 
the ration If cdlmeal to glrea to tbe 
amount recommended, said Dr. Ear- 
ner. Although ollmeal coats mora per 
100 pounds than wheat bran, tbe cost 
of a pound of protein In ollmeal la 
much oheaper. 

Then to a tendency to feed horses 
too much hay. During the winter 
brood mares may be fed from one to 
one and a fourth pounda of hay per 100 
pounds live weight daily. If clean 
clorer or alfalfa hay is used only one 
pound per 100 pounda live weight dally 
la necessary.
